ing year than 1923. Figures submitted to the Department by 
.40 companies which ordinarily handle 40 per cent of the na- 
tion's insurance indicate that sales of policies are running 22 
per cent ahead of 1922. 
If the rest of the companies do as 


/tv-ell, there is every reason to anticipate a $10,900,000,000 
' business for the 12 months as compared with $9,419,000,000 


in the previous record year of 1920. 


The magnitude of present sales becomes particularly signifi- 


cant when it is remembered that 20 years ago there was only 
$10,500,000,000 insurance in force in the nation. Today the 
aggregate is far in excess of 40 billions. Of course it is a good 
sign. 


And yet 40 billions in life insurance means less than $2,000

honesty of two measures—the dollar

•keeper got sent to jail for manipu- 
lating a trick bushel basket _ with a 
false bottom that would slide' up and 
down In a way that was grand, gloomy 
and mysterious. 
When using It to 


measure stuff he bought from a farm- 
er,, he'd secretly shave the bottom 
down until It held at least a bushel 
and a quarter, but he would only 
credit him with a bushel. The buying 
power of the farmer's product was 
thereby depreciated by about twenty 
per cent.

Finally the farmers thereabouts got 


wlee to the fact that the only way 
they could get what was coming to 
them was to enforce a reliable stand- 
ard of measurement. So they put a 
good stiff Jail penalty on using a 
lake measure, laid for that "store' 
keeper with the trick basket and sent 
him to prison.

While the Secretary of the Navy, as 


he indicated four or five weeks ago, 
has decided not to submit 
to .Con- 


gress the Amalgamation 
bill which 


wan.prepared in the department, it is 
understood that he has not abandoned 
his plans for a closer relation between 
the line and the staff of the Navy. The 
Secretary 
has 
given 
considerable 


thought to the present personnel laws 
of the navy, and he is convlnced'that 
they can be improved in a number of 
respects, even if a general amalgama- 
tion bill is not enacted into law. 


One proposition which Is known to 


be under consideration would provide 
that all officers of the navy except 
the chaplains and the • medical corps 
should be graduates of the Naval 
Academy. 
This, it )s understood, the 


Secretary, believes would be a 
long 


step towards amalgamation. In ' the 
plans for amalgamation the Secretary 


4-1id not Intend to attempt to dispense 
with specialization. 
This, he admitted, 


would be necessary in order to main- 
tain an efficient navy. 


In 'the event of a policy by which 


vacancies In all the staff corps were to 
be filled from Annapolis, it is thought 
a year's sea duty would-be required be- 
fore" a graduate Was assigned to any 
corps. Then be would be given a post 
graduate in some technical school as Is 
now required for staff officers. All of 
the staff corps have special schools 
and these would be enlarged so that 
midshipmen could be given a technical 
education as well as naval training. 
Naturally, midshipmen who 


stratc that they possessed talents for 
business during riieir course at 
the 


Academy would he selected 
for 
the 


Supply Corps. The same policy would 
be pursued for all of the staff selec- 
tions.

When the idea was suggested to a 


high ranking 
officer of the 
supply 


corps he promptly declared: 


"Although I am not a graduate of the 


Naval Academy, I believe that it would 
be a splendid plan. The Supply Corps 
have made heroic efforts to 
secure 


college graduates in order to keep up 
the standard of the corps. However, it 
is apparent that unless a boy at an 
early age has caught the spirit of the 
navy a commission in the supply corps 
is not attractive to him. There is no 
doubt that we could get splendid ma- 
terial for the supply corps from 
the 


graduates of Annapolis, and I think it 
would contribute to harmony between 
the line and the staff." 


It is possible that this matter may 


be included in the 
Naval 
Omnibus
